The Town of Wilmington has 
advised the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Public Health that 
a proposed survey of Wil- 
mington, to determine the re- 
sults of its fluoridation pro- 
gram, will be valueless, 

The State wanted to make such 
4 survey, Public Heal th Offi- 
cer Patrick Thibeau stated 
Monday night, but it has now 
been called off, 


Thibeau told the Dept. of 


Health that since the 19th of 
August the required amount of 
fluorine, in the town’s water 
supply had been found only on 
four occasions, ‘I have 
stopped making tests - it’s 
no use’ he stated. 

Several reports of the lack 
of fluorine in the water sup- 
ply are supposed to have been 
made to the W*ter Department, 
but with no replies, according 
to Thibeau.

ABIGAIL’S ISLAND 
AGAIN OPENED FOR 
WILMINGTON RESIDENTS 


Abigail’s Island, behind the 
new Town Garage, off Andover 
Street, has again been opened 
as a dump, for the disposal of 
brush, by Wilmington residents 
only. 

It was closed six weeks ago 
by the Board of Water Commis- 
sioners, when debris other 
than wood was reported to have 
been dumped there. The island 
stands in the middle of Nod 
Pond, part of the tom water 
shed. 

While it has been opened to 
Wilmington residents no one 
else will be allowed to use 
the dump, and nothing but 
brush will be allowed. The 
brush, it is understood, will 
be burned during suitable 
weather, by the Tree Depart- 
ment. 

Members of the Department of 
Health have denied any prior 
knowledge of the closing of 
the dump, some six weeks ago. 


A survey party, 
went over Wilmington in an ef- 
fort to find a suitable place 
to burn wood, and similar ma 
terials, in a public dump. 

It is forbidden to burn wood 
in the Tom Dump, operated by 
Clarence Spinazla of Woburn. 

In the party were Tow Mana 
ger Cecil Lancaster, Profr 
Herbert Nickerson of Marie 
Drive, who is on the Planning 
Board, and is District Engi- 
neer for the (Mass) Northeas- 
tern Health District, Town 
Sanitarian Pat Thibeau, Gus 
Walker, Chairman of the Health 
Department, and Eddie Sargent, 
Superintendent of the W'ter 


Department, 

The group recommended con- 
verting an old gravel pit in 
South Wilmington, once part of 
the Moran property, but now 
reported to have been Town 
property, into a ‘burning pit’ 
Chairman Gus Walker, Monday 
night, stated that he wasn’t 
too happy about burning stumps 
and other wood at this site. 
He was inclined to let the ™ 
‘look for mother site’. 
Walker conceded that there 
were some good points about 
using the 15 acre pit, notably 
that it was near the other 
dump, was in a secluded area, 
and fire would not spread, but 
was afraid that people who 
tried to use the Town Dump on 
Mondays, and found it closed 
would just dump their material 
in the ‘wood dump’.

Mrs, Marion Boylen spoke a- 
gainst it, saying that there 
would be all sorts of opposi- 
tion from nearby residents, 
who have objected to fires in 
this area

Our planning experts tell us that by the 
yeer 1970 Wilmington High School will be burst-| 
ing at the seams, in providing educations for | 
the High School students of that day. There 
will be no classes in our High School which 
will not be of High School level, as is the | 
case today.

ACTIVE TB CASE FOUND 
IN WILMINGTON 

A Wilmington man is being 
cared for in the Waltham Hos- 
pital, as an active case of 
tuberculosis, Health Agent 
Patrick Thibeau reported to 
the Health Department Monday 
night. 

The man, a Veteran, is Wil- 
mington’s only case of ‘ac- 
tive’ TB, although there are 
several ‘arrested’ cases. 
Thibeau told the Health Dept. 
that he had been in a Boston 
iospital when his illness was 
diagnosed, and that Boston had 
charged Vilmington $60 a week 
for care of the patient. 
Thibeau had him transferred 
to the Waltham hospital, where 
the charge to the town is only 
$1.50 a day, and where the 
State reimburses the Town for 
the anount of $5 a week. 
Thibeau will have the man 
transferred as soon as possi- 
ble to a Veteran’s Hospital, 
where the town will not be 
liable for any charge, he told 
the Board.

The 
Planning Board has sixty days 
in which to give such a de- 
cision, and the Appeal Board 
may not give a decision until 
such a written opinion is re- 
ceived, although it is not 
bound by law to agree with my 
opinion of the Planning Board. 


Slater’ s attitude during the 
hearing indicated that he was 
sympathetic towards the idea 
of a golf course in So. Wil- 
mington. 

The appeal was presented by 
Atty Edward McDuffy of Reading 
Mr. McDuffy is one of the 
three men who are planning the 
course, on the Bell Farm, the 
other two being Edward J. Co- 
mer of Wobum, and Elwin Hovey 
of Glen Road, Wilmington, 
Without exception all the 
abutting neighbors were in fa- 
vor of the proposal, although 
there were a few questions 
asked. 


The Chairman of the Water 
Commissioners, Harold E. Mel- 
var, appeared to ask enough 
questions to satisfy himself 
that there would be no threat 
to a proposed water supply in 
the neighborhood, 
He and Mr. Blake, also of the 
|| Water Board, were told that 
the proposed golf course would 
be watered by a supply that 
came from springs, on the land 
and that the water will all be 
returned to the ground, 
Millard Pipes, ower of the 
Bell Farm, told the Board that 
he was not selling his home, 
‘fgr three or four years at 
least’. 


Ed Comer, speaking for his 
partners, told the board ‘We 
would like to keep it as much 


as possible for the people 


of Wilmington.’ 

He pointed out that there are 
many golfers at Avco, and 
thought that the course would 
be an asset to the town. 

The proposed course will have 
a minimum of 175 acres, with 
off-street parking, a club- 
house, @ pro-shop, and pe'rhaps 
teynis courts, the Appeal 
Board was told. 

It will be on both sides of 
Chestnut Street, extending up 
into the valley knom as ‘The 
Garden of Eden’. Nine holes 
are proposed for each side of 
Chestnut Street.

Dear Larz, 

I see you've been getting 
quite a lot of letters late- 
ly, and I think that’s fine, 
It sure improves the paper to 
have some good writing in it. 

With this in mind I would 
Suggest you get more of your 
readers to do your writing 
for you. One advantage would 
be that then they could read 
Something they could agree 
with. 

I have written out a.sample 
of the sort of thing I have 
in mind, which is an essay, 
It was suggested by Pickwick 
Papers, or Burke’s Concilia- 
tion of America, or--oh it 
was those Spectator Papers, 
That’ s what we should have 
more of. I knew it was some- 
thing in my educational back- 
ground, I never quite under- 
stood them, but we should 
have more of them. 

This is called ‘Education 
from the Inside Out’, and 
there are two meanings to 
that title. It’s tricky. 
First it’s about how school

Second, and this is very 
technical, it’s about what 
makes a subject interesting.

WILMINGTON WALLOPS BILLER! 


TO A STANDSTILL 


It’s always the same. wWil- 
mington starts the season off 
by losing to Burlington, which 
is a team of equal strength, 
and then next week tears into 
bigger Billerica as though the 
members were what they pro- 
claim tq be - Wildcats, 

Last S turday’s match, in the 
Memorial Field in Billerica 
was one of the hardest fought 
in Massachusetts that day, al- 
though it did not get much 
mention in the Boston news- 
Papers. 

The underdog Wilmington boys 
covered themselves with glory, 
as they fought Billerica to a 
standstill. The game ended 
with the ball a tantalizing 
one foot from the Wilmington 
Goal Line, and Coach Fred Bal- 
lissimo protesting to the high 
heavens that it had gone over 
the line, 

Both teams were on edge, and 
most of the plays, from the 
Spectator’s viewpoint, was a 
mass of hands and feet coming 
out of a mountain of football 
players, 

Defensively both teams were 
wonderful. Offensively both 
were weak. Billerica probably 
would have scored if it's 
Quarterback had not tried to 
cover himself with a little 
personal glory. 

Billerica had several 10 yard 
penalties, for clipping, and 
both teams fumbled the ball at 
ties, 

Wilmington’ s linemen kept 
getting through the Billerica 
line, to stop plays. Kevin 
Fields, Jon Meads and the Old 
Spoiler, Eddie Woods, did this 
with Eddie making a double 
in two successive plays in the 
fourth quarter, to nail Bil- 
lerica carriers in back of 
their own line. 

On the other hand Billerica 
players forced their way thru 
the Wilmington line on several 
occasions, natably during the 
beginning of the second half. 
Frank Duffina, playing guard 
grabbed a fumble by Billerica 
at the @nd of the second quar- 


ter, and with Greg Phillips 
and Frank Munroe carrying, 
the ball was advanced 15 
yards, only to lose the ball 
on @ fumble. 

Frank Munroe was the fair- 
haired boy, during the early 
part of the third quarter, as 
upset the Billerica carriers 
in three successive plays, 
but Billerica managed to gain 
18 yards, 

Capt. Eddie Casey intercept- 
ed @ Billerica forward pass, 
in the last of the third quar- 
ter, to recover the ball for 
Wilmington down on its own 
20 yard line, but in the next 
Dlay quarterback Jimmy Mel zar 
was unable to find a receiver 
and was forced to run, finally 
making 13 yards. 

Billerica shortly got the 
ball by hard line work holding 
the Wilmington players. Greg 
Phillips and Kevin Fields, 


trapping Billerica behind 
their own lines, forced the 
Billerica line back, and they 
were finally forced to kick at 
their own 35 yard line. Dave 
Huston received the ball, and 
advanced five yards before 
being domed, 

Billerica again intercepted, 
and there followed one of the 
wildest plays of the game, 
when roving Wilmington backs 
and ends had @ wild chase af- 
ter the Billerica ball carrier 
all over the Billerica 36 yard 
line, with Jon Meads bringing 
Cuneo, the Billerica quarter- 
back low. 

A few plays later, with @ 
Jimmy Mel zar again looking for 
a receiver he was simul tan- 
eously hit by all four Bil- 
lerica backs, who had gone 
through the Wilmington line, 

It was shortly after this 
that Eddie Woods got his ‘old 
spoiler’ play into action. In 
the second instance he forced 
the Billerica carrier offside 
at the 50 yard line, and the 
Referee then added insult to 
injury by imposing a 20 yard 
penalty to Billerica for clip- 
ping.

The Town of Reading moved in- 
to the lead in home building 
for the area during August 
with $156,900 in new home con- 
struction (compared with $84, 
000 in August 1959 - all such 
1959 figures in parentheses).
